ALBANY — A suit has been filed in Alameda 
Superior Court asking Mayor Robert Luoma, the Albany 
City Council, Albany Police Department and Albany 
Chief of Police James Simmons to stop policing the strike 


at Golden Gate Fields. 


The suit, filed last Wednesday by the Alameda 
County Central Labor Council and Service Employees In- 
ternational Union, Local 280, wants the Albany Police 
department to stop ‘‘acting as private parking lot atten- 
dants for Tanforan Racing Association in and about Gol- 
den Gate Fields in Albany, California.” 


The suit, filed by Attor- 
ney William Sokol of the 
firm of Van Bourg, Allen, 
Weinberg & Roger in San 
Francisco, said the Albany 
police have ‘‘been directing 
cars, helping cars get 
parked, and pe in and 
about the parking lots and 
areas surrounding the park- 
ing lots of Golden Gate 
Fields in the same manner 
and doing the same work as 
the parking lot attendants 
at Golden Gate Fields.” 

The suit charges that 
while acting as ‘‘private 
parking lot attendants”’ the 
men are “‘at all times... 
Albany City Police... 
employed by the City of Al- 
bany and are being paid by 
the City of Albany with pub- 
lic funds, despite the fact 
they are engaged in private 
eee el 

The suit charges that "‘us- 
ing public funds to pay Al- 
bany City Police .. . in and 
about the parking lot and 
the area surrounding the 
parking lot at Golden Gate 
Fields ... is an arbitary, 
capricious and unau- 
thorized waste of public 
funds.” 

The suit goes on to ask 
the Police be enjoined from 
acting ‘‘as parking lot at- 
tendants for Tanforan Rac- 
ing Association,” and those 

—named-in the suit, namely 
Mayor Luoma, the City 
Council, the Albany Police 
Department and Chief 
Simmons repay the City the 
costs. of the,police and that 
the same group pay the 
Union and the Labor Coun- 
cil costs and attorneys fees. 

The strike is the out- 
growth of the installation of 
computerized pari mutual 
betting machines at Hol- 
lyw Park race track in 
Southern California. The 
Unions charge the installa- 
tion of the machines, 
scheduled for next year at 
Golden Gate Fields, will put 
a great many clerks out of 
jobs. They have requested a 
management meeting with 
demands for an increase in 
salaries, new working con- 
ditions and the guarantee 
against layoffs when the 
new machines are installed.

ALBANY — In the cur- 
rent issue of the Albany 
High School “Informer,” a 
story under the by-line of 
Cathy Chew outlines van- 
dalism in the bathrooms of 
the school. 

According to the story, 
Larry Eaton, head custo- 
dian of the school, said the 
vandalism in the girl’s re- 
strooms is worse than he 
has seen it for many years 
He stated, in the story, that 
the cause, in his estimation, 
is the fact the restrooms are 
not bein patrolled as they 
have in the past. He said the 
girls’ restroom on the main 
floor seems to be the target 
of the worst of the van- 
dalism. He also said that 
the school has spent $170 for 
18 soap dispeners, all of 
which have been torn down. 
He also said he has re- 
placed nine toilet paper 
dispensers. 

Eaton said, when asked 
about the use of the exces- 
sive amount of paper, that 
the girls just make ‘‘stacks 
of it. They throw it on the 


oor. 

The walls of the restroom 
are covered with graffiti 
and cigarette burns, he 
said. Eaton also said he be- 
lieves the destruction in the 
rooms is a result of bore- 
dom stemming from the 
strict detention and atten- 
dance policies of the school. 

In the story, Ms. Chew 
said James Walker, princi- 

al of Albany High School, 

as requested funds for a 
campus security aide, but 
the request has been turned 
down because of the slash in 
school funds as a result of 
Proposition 13. Last year 
the high school had atten- 
dance personnel checking 
the restrooms, which are 
the school’s worst areas for 
vandalism. 

The fact students don't 
want to use the designated 
smoking areas, outside of 
the buildings at Key Route 
and Portland and Key 
Route and Thousand Oaks, 
is believed due to the risk of 
having parents. or 
neighbors observe them 
smoking. 

When Walker was con- 
tacted, he said the restroom 
that is the target of the van- 
dalism is on the first floor, 
centrally located and is 
open from 7:30 a.m. until 10 
p.m., daily. 

He admitted that there 

has been a problem in this 
particular restroom and 
said it is just one of six lo- 
cated in the High School. He 
also said that recent patrol 
ling of the restrooms has 
resulted in better conditions 
and the vandalism seems to 
be on the wane. 
: The first floor restroom 
that is the one most open to 
the public can be entered by 
anyone off the street, 
Walker said, whether a stu- 
dent, parent or a casual 
passerby. 


After many residents had 
voiced opinions, O. R. 
Karst, 910 Pierce St., a con-

The strike of Golden Gate 
Fields by the Service 
Employees International 
Unions, Locals No, 280 and 
399, has cost the City of Al- 
bany many thousands of 
dollars in revenue, over- 
time pay for police officers 
and the bother of having 
pickets blanket both the 
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City Hall and the home of 
Mayor Robert Luoma, _ 
Since its inception in 
early April, April, to be 
exact, the strike has cost 
Albany approximately 
$1500 to $3500 per day. When 
the track closed down on 
the final days of the regular 
meeting, the closure cost 
Albany from $3500 to $3750 
per day. When the Tanforan 
section of the meet started 
on April 19 and the active 
pickets appeared on the 
scene, it has cost the City 
some $1500 or more per day 
on the average. That is just 
in lost revenue from the 
admission tax. On top of 
that there is the overtime 
pay for the police officers 


| assigned to the track. That 


amounts to some $15,000 to 
$20,000 per week in lost re- 
venue and overtime pay- 
ments, according to an es- 
timate by William E. Ha- 
den, City Administrator. 

Now comes the suit of the 
Service Employees Local 
280 against the City, Mayor 
Luoma, the Albany City 
Council, the Albany Police 
Department and Chief 
James E. Simmons. 

The suit asks that the 
City, the Police Depart- 
ment and all other persons 
be enjoined from ‘‘acting as 
parking lot attendants for 
the Tanforan Racing As- 
sociation of Golden Gate 
Fields while they are on 
duty as Albany City 
Police.” 

The injunction also asks 
that the judge who hears 
the injunction suit award 
the City all the money that 
has been paid out ‘‘as 
wages and salaries to Al- 
bany City Police acting as 
private employee parking 
lot attendants in and around 
Golden Gate Fields during 
April, 1979.” 

It is believed that the suit 
will just inflame the rancor 
of both the pickets and the 
police and will result in 
even more trouble at the 
race track. Since the strike 
began, there have been 
some 20 arrests of both pic- 
kets and patrons. There

injuries to police, patrons 
and pickets. 

Chief Simmons has been 
the object of insults and in- 
justiors at the hands of the 
abor leaders. In fact, some 
of the remarks as to his be- 
havior and ancestry could 
be taken as personal at- 
tacks and cause even more 
trouble for both sides. 

The question of where the 
money is to come from to 
pay off, in the end, the cost 
of the strike is still moot. 
Councilwoman Joyce 
Jackson is of the opinion the 
money should come from 
Golden Gate Fields. There 
has been no promise of 
reimbursement by the 
track for the money spent 
on policing the track. On the 
other hand, there has been 
no promise of money from 
the Unions involved over 
the fact there have been 
many a flat tire, marred 
paint and damaged car ex- 
teriors. The Unions have 
not said they are going to 
make good the damages 
caused by their cohorts, 
many of whom do not be- 
long to the two unions in- 
volved. Unfortunately, a 
strike always brings out the 
worst elements; those who 
are looking for an excuse to 
get into a fight. One of the 
arrests at the track was of a 
woman who bit a police of- 
ficer. Needless to say, she 
ended up in the Albany City 
jail. Another man was 
charged with running down 
one of the Albany police- 
men. An elderly person, he 
became alarmed over the 
actions of the pickets and 
police and inadvertedly 
stepped on the gas pedal in- 
stead of the brake. None of 
these actions did anything 
to enamore the strike to the 
citizens of Albany. 

It is the hope of City offi- 
cials the track, the unions 
and the racing fraternity 
will get together and settle 
the argument as soon as 
possible. With Prop. 13 hit- 
ting Albany hard, it seems a 
shame money from the 
track should be cut out, too.
